HE BOARD Or COUNTY OOMMISSION- 
ers of Washo* county, Nev., sitting as a 
Board of Town Trustees, October 4,188*, passed 
the following 
TOWN OEDINANCE 80. 25. 


An Ordinance to provide for the lighting of 
tbe streets and alleys *f Reno, ftnd other 
purposes. 


B* it ordained by the Beard of County Cein- 
mlasiontrs of Wasboe county. Nevada: 


SHoriON 1—That for the purpose of lighting 
th* streets, alleys and public grounds and 
places of Reno, Washoe county, Nevada, and 
the business and private houses therein with 
electric light, permission and authority is 
hereby given J. L. Stevenson, of Keno, his 
heirs and assigns, to use tne strsota and alleys 
lor the purpose of erecting poles, standards, 
lamps and other appliances necessary to gen- 
eral* und convey, and use electricity for 11- 
luniiuatiiig purposes, and tu* maintenance 
and repairs thereof, for a period of 50 years, 
provided, that no joles or appliances shall be 
so placed, connected therewith, as te mater- 
ially interfere with the said sidewalk*, streets 
and public places, for business cr travel, and 
that na main wires on the principal streets 
•hall bo lower than twenty feet from said 
streets. 
-SECTION 2—That th* above authority and 
permission is given in consideration of and 
upon the condition that the said J. L. Steven- 
son, bis heirs or assigns, snail commence to 
construct and put in the necessary plant for 
making or distributing an electric current far 
the purpose of furnishing electric lights IB 
the business portions of lieno, within aix 
months from the date hereof, Oct. 4, 188$, and 
shall have said plant in operation within 1'J 
months from t'>e date hereof, and should th* 
said J. L. Stevensen, his heirs or assigns, fail 
to comply with the foregoing conditions, then 
this Ordinance shall be void. 


SECTION 3— This Ordinance shall take effect 
and bein forcef com the earliest period allow»d 
by law.

nd in behalf of our wool-growing interestn a 
estoratio" of the wool tariff of 1867, and we 
enounce the recent attempt ol tho Democratic 
majority in the National House of Kepreaenta- 
ives to pass the HoiiiaonbiU leduUng the 
ariff on the products of u,.r naiues aud placing 
wool on the tree list.

of California, Vol. V., 184G-8, the one 
devoted to the -westward migration of 
the Mormoaa.is not the leaat interesting. 
It was in the Spring of 1816 that the 
Mormon* began their migration west- 
ward from Nauvoo, Illinoii, and at the 
lame time a chip-load of them went 
from New York to California. Bv mid-

line had reached Council Bluffs, on the 
Missouri river, and the Brooklyn had 
landed over two hundred of the Saiuta 
at San Francisco. Tho Mormoua had 
not definitely determined where in the 
far West they would choose their home. 


• Wherever beyond the Booty Mountains 


natural advantage* of aoil and climate 
might appear best supplemented by iso- 
lation and prospective non-interference 
there ahould be established the new 
Zion.

SENATOR JO^JES IN THE CAMPAIGN.— 


Senator John P. Jones will address the

30th. 


Senator Jones is a forcible and eloquent 
speaker, and should be listened to by all 
who are concerned in the interests of 
their State. He speaks in Kono nest 
Saturday evening. 


The band played, bonfires blazed, and 


the Nevada Theater was comfortably 
crowded last evening with ladies and 
gentlemen unzious to hear Stevenson 
and Woodburn. Tho meeting was called 
to order by S. J. Hodgkinson, acting 
Chairman of tho County Central Com- 
mittee, with the following list of Vice 
Presidents occupying seats on the stage: 
A. H. Manning, H. H. Bock. C. C. 
Powning, "W. O. H, Martin, Sol Levy. 
W. M. Boardman, T. K. Hyrners, R. H. 
Lindsay, 0. N. Evans, Senator Fish, C. 
A. Bragg. 
Mr. Stevenson was received 


with a round of applause. 
He was glud 


to meet the people, he said, promised to 
serve as Governor to the best of his 
ability; he would travel around arid ac- 
quaint himself -with the wants of the 
people; ovory miner and 
ranchman 


should bo encouraged, so that more tax- 
able property could be created. 
Referr- 


ing to the Virginia Chronicle's state- 
ments, Mr. Stevenson said he had been 
hers for 27 years, and expected to be 
here for 20 years to come, iind pur- 
sue the aauio lins of duty. 
Mr. Steveu- 


soii said he brought good news from the 
East—that everybody said tho ticket 
was the best ever placed before the peo- 
ple and that it \rould bo oloctod from 
top to bottom. As ho returned to his 
seat he was loudly applauded. 


Mr. "YVoodbnrn said Col. Stevenson 


and himself wero bearers of good news, 
Ho knew that White Pino, Eureka, 
Lander and Elko, had nrruyeJ thorn- 
solves with tho Western counties, in 
favor of electing a genuine Gorernor 
in tho person, of C. C. Stevenson. 
Mr. Woodburn said that for himself ho 
would certainly bo a member of tho 50th 
Congress, provided he received tho gen • 
orous support of tho voters of "Vi'ashoe. 
He then referred to the challenge from 
MacMillan, and showed how utterly 
impossible it wai to accept tho lust 
after the first proposition had boon de- 
clined. Mr. Woodburn then explained 
what MacMillan would claim because 
the California Republican platform had 
no silver plank, and Woodburn, -while 
regretting that such 
was the case, 


showed how utterly inconsistent the 
Democratic platform of the State also 
was upon tho subject. 
Mr. Woodburn 


said that no Democrat in the Senate or 
House rose to protest against the demon- 
etization of silver. The Resumption 
Act was the work of the Repxiblicaii 
party. 
Grant, a Republican President, 


favored and recommended free coinage. 
Mr. Woodburn went on to show by the 
record that the Democrats had never 
been over-friendly to silver. 
He re- 


ferred to Arthur's friendship for the 
whits metal, while Cleveland had kicked 
over tho Democratic National platform, 
and allied himself with the bondhold- 
ers, even forming a solid Cabinet against 
silver, and understrappers,

Carlisle, Mr. Woodburn complimented 
him for his firmness and ability, but 
showed that Carlisle shaped tho legisla- 
tion, was in accord with the Adminis- 
tration's siUer policy, and though re- 
quested to do so, refused to appoint any 
member from the silver States upon the 
Committee which dealt directly -\vith 
this great subject. 
The Surplus Reso- 


lution was referred to, and Woodburn 
claimed that Morrison know it would be 
of no account when he introduced it. 
In 16 months $50,000,000 had been paid 
off on the National debt, but the Re- 
publicans, during tho four years previ- 
ous they had paid tjj-lG,000,000, or at 
tho rate of eleven and a half millions
